REPORT TO STOCKHOLDERS 


We submit for your consideration the Consolidated Balance Sheet 
and Statement of Consolidated Income for the year ended June 30, 1955. 

We are pleased to inform you that our sales and net income were 
the largest in our history. 

Net income was $10,085,565, which after preferred dividends 
amounted to $2.75 per share on the average number of shares of 
common stock outstanding as compared with $8,902,470 or $2.38 per 
share for the previous year. Our sales increased from $266,133,116 
last year to $276,369,289 this year. 

Common and preferred dividends declared during the year 
amounted to $5,694,252. Income taxes on this year’s earnings were 
$10,028,305. 

Our plant investment for the year increased by $3,189,549 after 
depreciation. 

In keeping with our program of product improvement and diversifi¬ 
cation, we introduced a new, quicker-cooking Quaker Oats which 
requires only 60 seconds cooking time. There are also two new 
products now on the market in our dog food line — Ken-L-Treats, a 
dog biscuit in six sizes and colors for snack feeding, etc., and a new, 
greatly improved Ken-L-Meal. We believe these new products will, 
in time, materially add to our present volume. 

Our domestic feed units showed little change during the year. 
The feed outlook for the coming year may be affected by the lower 
prices farmers are receiving for their products; however, we expect to 
obtain increased volume. 

During the year, competition has been extremely active in the 
package cereal field. Our total cereal sales volume, including flour, in 
the United States was within one-half of 1% of the previous year. 

Furfural sales volume was about 10% less than last year, but sales 
are now increasing, and future prospects indicate new uses and a 
broader market. 

Export cereal and flour sales from all producing Companies were 
up during the year. 

Our operating plants in Great Britain, Holland, Denmark, and 
Germany, where we have been established for many years, show sub¬ 
stantial gains in volume and profit. 
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As previously reported, we now have small operating units in Brazil, 
Colombia, and Argentina. We were forced to establish these production 
units or abandon profitable business, especially package oats business 
we had spent years in building. These units have been operating only 
a short time, but the evidence is they will show satisfactory growth and 
earnings. Much of the capital required has been borrowed in the 
respective countries. 

Net earnings of the nonconsolidated overseas subsidiaries for the past 
year were approximately $1,500,000, of which only $250,133 has been 
received in dividends by the parent Company and is included in the 
reported earnings. The balance of the $1,500,000 is retained by the 
Companies to take care of future growth and working capital needs. 
These companies have an asset value of $2,550,009 on the parent 
Company’s books. At today’s exchange rates, their values are more 
than $7,500,000. Our policy will be, generally, to let these foreign 
Companies provide their capital needs through earnings and future 
growth. 

During the year, the Company purchased the outstanding 50% 
interest in Grcenmelk Company Limited. This is a small business in 
which we have had 50% interest since 1941. It produces Cerogras and 
dehydrated alfalfa and handles grain at Wallaceburg, Ontario. Con¬ 
siderable of its production is used by The Quaker Oats Company of 
Canada Limited. 

Research is very important to our business. In the past fiscal year, 
we spent in excess of $1,500,000 on all types. Construction of our new 
Research Laboratory at Barrington, Illinois was begun last winter, and 
we expect it will be completed by next spring. Our present laboratory in 
Chicago is quite inefficient, poorly located, and badly overcrowded. 

At our St. Joseph, Missouri plant we are adding new grain storage 
tanks with a capacity of 1,750,000 bushels. This plant has been 
handicapped for some time because of insufficient storage to accumulate 
grain that we use and need, when it is moved from the farms. By using 
a different design, we were able to arrive at a very low per bushel cost 
for this additional storage. 

In Chattanooga, we are adding a small feed mixing unit which is 
needed to properly service our growing business in that area. 

On June 20, 1955, we acquired the assets and business of Flako 
Products Corporation of New Brunswick, New Jersey — producers of 
baking mixes, by an exchange of 75,000 Quaker Oats common shares. 
Flako was a pioneer in the baking mix field and makes a line of mixes 
under the "Flako” brand, with Flako Pie Crust Mix and Flakorn Corn 









Muffin Mix being the largest sellers. The present management is being 
retained. We are confident that this Division of The Quaker Oats 
Company will grow and contribute to our business. 

Dr. James H. Hilton, President of Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa 
was elected to the Board of Directors of the Company at the last annual 
meeting. He brings valuable experience and knowledge to our Board, 
and we are fortunate, indeed, to have Doctor Hilton associated with us. 

We are pleased to tell you that during the year the number of 
stockholders in the Company increased from 13,198 to 14,290. This 
is a continuation of a trend which has been in progress for several years. 

Once again, we would like to refer to the cost burden that all 
consumers are carrying today. Business, in our opinion, has not told the 
story to consumers of why the prices of products they buy are 
increasing. 

Of prime importance are the taxes we pay. The Federal, State, and 
Local Governments all join in licensing and taxing about every 
operation or article used in producing the products the consumer buys. 
Most of these taxes are not seen by the consumer, but they are a real 
factor in building the cost of the merchandise he purchases. A study 
made in a city where we have a large plant showed that the average 
worker’s family of four spent about one-third of the father’s annual 
income for taxes and that over two-thirds of this amount was for 
so-called ’’hidden” taxes which he knew nothing about. 

Another important factor is the sharp increase in wages and benefits 
that has occurred in recent years. 

Everyone likes to see the standard of living improved, but are we 
moving too fast for a sound economy? These are matters which 
seriously concern us all. 

Once again, we would like to express to all of our Quakers, wherever 
they are, our sincere appreciation and thanks for the help and faithful 
service they are giving. Without this co-operation, our Company would 
not prosper and grow as it should.
